Sir: 

Responsive to the restriction requirement mailed October 3, 2002, applicants elect, 
without prejudice, the claims of Group I (i.e., claims 1-2, 8-11, 22-33 and 35-36) drawn to a 
method for controlling or up-regulating the availability or activity of a protein. 

Regarding the species election, as applicants have elected the claims of Group I, the 
election of a species appears to be moot as the species of Groups 1, 2 and 3 are within non- 
elected Group n. 

In the event the applicants need to elect a species to be responsive, applicants 
provisionally elect the species of Group 4 (i.e., the subject matter of claim 35), with traverse. 
The election is made with traverse for the following reasons. First, there are two independent 
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claims of Group I, claims 1 and 10, and the species election appears to be directed to the subject 
matter of the inhibitor of claim 10, and not the method claim 1. Second, the subject matter of 
claims 35 and 36 are related in that both claims are directed to the inhibitor of claim 10 and are 
not drawn to distinct inventions. Finally, it would not be an undue burden on the Office to 
examine all of the claims within Group I. 

Further, applicants assert that independent claims 1 and 10 are generic and upon the 
allowance of generic claims 1 and 10, applicants reserve the right to consideration of claims to 
additional species written in dependent form and depending from any such generic claim under
